Library Associations in all 
Zones are active, but there is a marked difference in policy and 
approach between East and West. About 40% of the demand 
made upon the libraries can be met.

The most popular form of public library is the subscription 
library, which receives grants from various public authorities.

There is some 
provision for non-Europeans. The South African Library Assoc- 
jation is a tutoring and examining body, and from 1951 only graduates 
will be admitted to its Final examination.

A suggested organisation in operation at 
the Illinois University is: (i) departmental libraries should be 
divided into four or six groups according to the subjects served, 
e.g. sciences and engineering, social sciences, etc. with a general 
service and special materials section, (ii) the librarians of each group 
should form a council holding frequent meetings.

In 1936, the 
Institute Library was installed in fire-proof accommodation including 
reading, seminar and microfilm rooms and an air-conditioned 
stack-room.

It specialises in Education and 
Teacher Training and is a selective depository for U.S. Government 
publications. The organisation of the Library is divided into Public 
and Technical Services and a continuous book appraisal project has 
operated since 1949.

The Teachers Colleges of today form a distinct group of pro- 
fessional schools. The libraries must perform all the functions

fessional education, (ii) a textbook exhibit, (iii) a demonstration 
school library, (iv) courses in library science, (v) service to graduate 
students, (vi) service to correspondents and extension students and 
(vii) service to alumni.

Inadequate budgets are a major problem for Teachers College 
Libraries in view of the increase in enrolments.

Production of microfilm books will 
be increased and a loan service started.

Hospital library work in Denmark has developed since 1926 in 
collaboration with public libraries, (i) in general hospitals (ii) in 
sanatoria, helped by books sent from the Central Library for Tuber- 
culous Patients, (iii) thirteen mental hospitals, eight of which have 
a trained librarian. The Danish Library Association formed a 
sub-committee for hospital work in 1937, which works in co-operation 
with other Scandinavian hospital library committees.

About one third of the hospitals in Norway have organised 
library service and few collaborate with public libraries.

Tonsberg, Aker, Ullevaal and 
Oslo hospitals were pioneers, but shortage of staff and accommo- 
dation hinders progress.

Swedish hospital library services are assisted by government 
grants of a minimum of 1.socr. per bed, and consist of (i) branches 
of local city libraries, (ii) spare time assistance by a library staff, (iii) 
hospital staff. Statistics for 1921—48 show development. A central 
library for patients in tuberculosis hospitals has been established, 
which sends out travelling libraries and supplies students. Library 
schools give lectures in hospital library work, and there is a Hospital 
Section of the Swedish Library Association.

Stimulated by the impossibility of maintaining adequate personal 
libraries, hospital staff have the greatest incentive towards creating 
a hospital library.

Such a library can extend its influence and 
use in rural and suburban areas by freeing its resources to all the 
physicians of the district. This policy can find its reward in donations 
from the users. A trained librarian should be employed when 
possible.

Researches into the usefulness of reed for the paper industry 
began three years ago. During the dead season one of the sugar 
plants also made experiments with reed from Lake Ferté for the 


purpose of obtaining cellulose. This particular reed (¢ypha dominengis) 
—according to test analysis—contains 43.5 per cent. cellulose, 22 per 
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cent. pentosan and hemi-cellulose, 24 per cent. lignin and an ash 
forming portion of 5.4 per cent. The ash content consists of 90 
per cent silicic acid ; one of the preliminary conditions is the reduction 
of the silicic acid content, therefore, the chopped reed should be 
treated in a thin solution of caustic soda at 7o—80 C° for at least 12, 
but possibly 24 hours. One cubic meter of cooking space can hold 
200 to 210 kgs. of reed thus treated. A more favourable result was 
achieved when the caustic soda lye also contained lime. Sheets 
suitable for the preparation of cardboard were produced after this 
material was subjected to washing and grinding in a hollander. To 
improve the quality, sulphite cellulose, wastepaper, or, still better, 
reed cellulose was added. In the course of large scale plant tests 
13 m® capacity ba// cooking vessels were used and an entirely satisfactory 
reed hemi-cellulose was produced after cooking for 8 hours under a 
pressure of 3 atm at 135 C°, subsequent to a 24 hour retting at 70 to 
80 C° in a solution containing one per cent. caustic soda lye and 
15 per cent. lime. This product, as compared to the straw hemi- 
cellulose, requires longer grinding time (90 to 150 minutes) and a 
greater degree of fineness of grinding (7o SR°). The ground 
product is suitable for the manufacture of sheets ; the pressing and 
suspending of these sheets were effected without any difficulty what- 
soever, and the drying process took 15 to 20 per cent. less time than 
that of straw sheets.
